In ordinary xerography, a metal plate 
with a photoconductive layer is sensitized 
in darkness by distributing a uniform 
electrical charge over its surface. When 
the plate is exposed to light in a camera 
or printing machine, various areas of the 
charged plate become discharged in direct 
proportion to the intensity of light strik 
ing them. The electrostatic image on the 
plate is made visible by releasing a cloud 
of charged black-powder particles in a 
channel formed by the exposed xero 
graphic plate and metal plate, called a 
development electrode, which are con 
nected electrically to bring them to the 
same potential.

UBMINIATURE cameras using 16 

mm film have been around for a 
long time but only recently have they 
left the novelty counters to make their 
bid for recognition as instruments capa 
ble of serious photography.

HOW MANY PICTURES MAKE A 


Phetegraphs By DO. F. RODEWALD 


ORE than one, says photographer D. P. Rode 
wald, who believes that no single picture can 
convey enough of the “ebb and flow of person 

ality” to constitute a portrait 

The five photographs reproduced here were all taken 
of his wife over a period of a year and a half, and repre 
sent his concept of multiple or collective portraiture with 
each picture revealing a different mood or aspect of the 
subject's personality. The goal, he believes should be “the 
total portrait—a pictorial story of one human being.” The 
method is to shoot a great variety of pictures over a 
period of time, then edit the results with discrimination 

One fault with the conventional, one-picture approac h 
to portraiture is the time factor, he feels. “One picture 
cannot embody enough time. To try to crowd a per 
sonality or even a broad segment of it into 1/100 second 
is asking too much of the medium.’ 

Rodewald supports his theory by noting that many 
of us have pictures made of ourselves from ume to time 
in many situations because we change. “Viewed together 
they give us a rough, over-all portrait—a kind of narra 
tive, but with too many gaps. There is no flow, no con 
tinuity,” he explains. “We cannot read it as a series 

Isolated pictures are only half-statements to Rodewald 
but he has found that it is possible to approach his ideal 
of a true photographic narrative of a personality. “It can 
be done by abstracting individual pictures from the 
many you have made of the subject and compiling them 
in a group of related pictures. This produces a sense of 
movement and begins to approximate life itself—the 
object we are trying to represent pictorially.” 

Rodewald has found that §5-mm photography by 
available light is the most natural means for achieving 
this ideal, although he sometimes uses bouncelight. The 
ease of shooting and the relatively low cost of 35-mm film 
make it possible to shoot many pictures without a pro 
hibitive outlay of time and expense 

Rodewald works exclusively with an Exakta. He likes 
the single-lens-reflex type because it permits direct com 


position on the groundglass and shows him exactly what

Another mounting method requires a 
dry Mountiny press and special dry 
mounting tissue. The tissue is first tacked 
onto the back of the print with a tiny 
tacking won. Carefully trim off any hang 
ing edges evenly with a razor blade and 
straightedge. Laying a sheet of protective 
paper over the front of the print, tack it 
gently to the cardboard backing. Lay 
print in preheated dry-mounting press 
and close, following manufacturer's in 
structions exactly as to how long print 
should be pressed. Print borders can be 
trimmed off in a cutter, providing the 
blade is in good condition, using firm 
even strokes, or with a razor blade or 
sharp knife and straightedge. The im 
portant thing is to end up with smooth, 
straight print edges 

You know how to mount your prints 
now here are four methods to choos 
from for displaying the results 

The first and probably simplest method 
is to afhx a gummed cloth hanger to the 
back of the print and tack it to the wall 
through the eyelet in the hanger. One

trived pictures in which technical perfec- 
tion usurped subject matter and genuine 
creative vision. But now there are signs 
in the present annual that German pho- 
tographers are going closer to life in 
search of its spontaneity and truth. There 
still is a long way to go, as Kurt S. Sa- 
franski well says in one of the articles, 
but a beginning has been made, and the 
book, edited by Dr. Wolf Strache, is a 
creditable performance 

Subjective Fotografie No. 2 also comes 
out of Germany and is exceptionally suc- 

sful. Under Otto Steinert’s able edi- 
torship, Subjective Fotografie devotes it 
self to pictures in which subject matter is 
subordinated to the photographer’s con- 
cern with abstract forms. The pictures, 
and the beck, are successful by reason 
of the purely visual experiences which 
they afford. And these experiences are 
heightened by the superb quality of the 
gravure reproductions. It is a splendid 
book in which one man’s point of view 
provides the all-important unity so neces 
sary for a successful annual 

Last but not least is the 1956 Photo- 
graphic Year Book published by the Brit 
ish Photography magazine. Edited by 
Norman Hall and Basil Burton this is by 
far the best of the British Annuals to 
have appeared and the best of all the an 
nuals reviewed here. The level of achieve 
ment, the variety of the pictures, and the 
quality of the reproductions are uniform 
ly high. This is rather an extraordinary 
achievement in a country not notably 
progressive so far as photography is con 
cerned, Although England played an im 
portant role in photography’s history and 
can justifiably point with pride to The 
Royal Photographic Society, she ha 
added few distinguished names to photog 
raphy’s honor role in recent years.

1957 PHOTOGRAPHY ANNUAL, which will be 
ready in August. Pictures? They're as 
plentiful as flowers, sometimes as beauti- 
ful and always wonderful and rewarding

resources are just now being taxed by 
the excellence of the new high-resolution 
thin films, not to mention the effect of 
the new superspeed films in making great 
lens apertures less necessary than before. 
Wanted: a lens maker willing to lavish 
the kind of care and quality now chan 
neled into those marvelous speed lenses 
on a really sharp 50-mm lens of modest 
aperture which will be good at all f stops, 
and distances. 

This is just a guess, but we suspect that 
the top professional choice of focal length 
in the medium-long-focus department is 
the 85-mm or 90-mm, while amateur pref- 
erence seems to veer toward the 135-mm 
Both are very useful focal lengths, of 
course, but one factor in favor of the 85 
mm is lens speed. The one-hundred-and 
thirty-five-mm lenses are generally 
or slower. One is rated about half a stop 
faster, but we haven't tested this yet 
Eighty-five-mm lenses, on the other hand, 
are available in apertures up to f/1.5, and 
an 85-mm f/2, lighter, more compact, and 
easier to use, is a most welcome com 
panion 

Many photographers want a compro 
mise between the 85-mm (29°) and the 
135-mm_ (18°) The focal lengths that 
come closest are 100- and 105-mm. Trouble 
with 100-mm is that they’re too slow, and 
the most recent speed advance in this 
focal length with which we’re familiar 
is a jump from f/4 to {/3.5. Recently, how 
ever, a 105-mm f/2.5 Nikkor lens was in 
troduced. This focal length gives 6 
than the 85-mm, and 5° more than the 
135-mm. The f/2.5 aperture is only a 
half stop slower than the standard 85-mm 
f/2, and about a full stop faster than a 
135-mm {/3.5. For these reasons, as well 
as the fact that they’re remarkably sharp, 
105-mm f/2.5 Nikkors are taking the place 
of many 85-mm and 135-mm lens teams 
today. 

This discussion of interchangeable lenses 
will be continued in a later column.—mm
